Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the 
year  ending  December,  19-7. 

The  population  of  the  Borough  at  mid  year,  as  estimated 
by  the  Registrar  General,  rose  by  280  over  last  year  and  there 
was  also  an  increase  of  21  in  the  number  of  births.  Deaths 
again  exceeded  births  but  only  by  7. 

Fourteen  Infant  Deaths  occurred,  an  increase  of  0  over 
1956,  ten  of  them  due  to  congenital  defect  or  premature  birth. 

Measles  in  a  mild  form  was  the  only  troublesome  infec¬ 
tious  disease  affecting  as  usual  mainly  children  under  ten 
years  of  age.  In  view  of  the  outbreak  of  1955  it  was  sur¬ 
prising  that  203  of  the  453  cases  occurred  in  children  in  the 
5 — 10  age  group. 

In  anticipation  of  its  duties  under  the  Clean  Air  Act,  the 
Health  Committee  set  up  a  working  party  to  consider  how 
best  to  tackle  the  local  problem.  From  the  exploratory  meet¬ 
ings  it  became  obvious  that  industry  in  many  cases  had  made 
already  considerable  attempts  to  mitigate  the  Smoke 
Nuisance  and  that  to  make  any  material  improvement  smoke 
from  the  domestic  fire  would  need  to  be  eliminated.  In  view 
of  the  expense  of  converting  existing  grates  and  the  difficul¬ 
ties  of  obtaining  sufficient  smokeless  fuel,  the  next  logical 
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step  of  ‘Smoke  Control  Areas’  will  need  very  careful  con¬ 
sideration.  Perhaps  if  smokeless  fuels  of  all  types  were 
more  attractive  in  price  than  raw  coal  the  householder  might 
feel  a  greater  desire  to  enjoy  Clean  Air. 

A  Public  Enquiry  was  held  on  25th  April,  into  the  Coun¬ 
cil’s  plans  to  demolish  some  forty  houses  comprising  the 
Turnock  Street  Clearance  Area.  That  this  was  quickly  de¬ 
cided  in  the  Council’s  favour  reflects  credit  on  the  Chief  Public 
Health  Inspector  and  his  Deputy  who  at  that  time  and  for 
all  the  preliminary  work  comprised  the  whole  of  the  Inspec¬ 
torial  Staff. 

My  thanks  are  also  due  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Health  Committee,  to  the  members  of  my  staff  and  to  the 
other  Departments  of  the  Corporation  who  are  so  generous 
in  the  help  they  give.

Of  the  15  infant  deaths  none  were  illegitimate.

Scarlet  Fever 

During  the  year  1957,  62  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were 
notified  and  32  cases  were  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital. 
In  1956,  33  cases  were  notified  and  24  removed  to  the 
Isolation  Hospital. 

Diphtheria 

During  1957  no  notifications  of  Diphtheria  were  received. 

Immunization 

Since  1939  when  immunization  on  a  general  scale  against 
Diphtheria  was  adopted  in  Macclesfield,  12,411  children  have 
been  inoculated.  Analysis  shews  that  at  the  31st  December, 
1957,  there  have  been  treated  1,781  children  of  pre-school  age 
and  4,044  belonging  to  the  5 — 15  age  group,  the  remaining 
6,586  being  over  15  years. 

These  figures  are  shewn  in  tabular  form  (see  Table  V) 
according  to  the  various  age  groups  for  1939  onwards.  Thus 
the  figures  for  those  children  0 — 5  are  shewn  for  each  year  to 
the  right  of  the  top  thick  line,  while  those  of  schoolchildren 
5 — 15  years  are  given  between  the  two  thick  lines,  those  below 
the  lower  left  line  being  over  15  at  the  date  mentioned.  Adjust¬ 
ments  have  been  made  in  reaching  the  final  figures  for  those 
children  of  4  plus,  who  during  the  year  continue  to  pass  from 
the  pre-school  to  the  school  group,  and  also  for  those  of  14 
plus,  who  have  reached  their  fifteenth  birthday,  and  are 
therefore  excluded  from  the  5 — 15  school  group.

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EXAMinATiOn  OF  MILK— 1957 


During  the  year,  9  samples  of  milk  were  submitted  for 
examination  as  to  their  Cleanlines  and  Keeping  Quality.

THE  TOWH^S  WATER  SUPPLY 

1.  The  water  supply  of  the  area  has  been  satisfactory 
in  quality,  but  to  maintain  a  sufficient  quantity  it  was 
necessary  to  supplement  supplies  by  pumping  from  a  river 
outside  the  catchment  area  during  January  and  February, 
July  and  part  of  August. 

2.  The  periodical  bacteriological  examinations  of  the  raw 
and  filtered  water  are  made  by  the  Borough  Engineer,  and 
periodical  samples  of  water  are  taken  and  analysed  by  the 
Public  Analyst,  from  the  consumers’  taps. 

3.  The  water  has  no  plumbo-solvent  action. 

4.  No  specific  contamination  has  been  identified  but  the 
Corporation  has  taken  all  possible  steps  to  avoid  pollution  by 
acquiring  control  of  the  whole  of  the  Gathering  Grounds  to 
Trentabank  and  Ridgegate  Reservoirs, 

5.  With  the  exception  of  a  few  outlying  houses  and 
farms,  above  the  level  of  the  gravity  supply,  the  whole  of  the 
dwelling  houses  within  the  Borough  are  supplied  direct  from 
public  water  mains.  There  are  no  standpipe  supplies.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  submitting  to  you  my  annual  report  of 
the  work  of  your  Public  Health  Inspectors  during  the  year 
1957. 

In  April  a  Public  Enquiry  was  held  in  Macclesfield  to  con¬ 
sider  the  Council’s  proposal  to  declare  a  clearance  area  and 
to  compulsorily  purchase  the  site  situated  in  Turnock  Street, 
with  the  intention  of  redeveloping  the  site  with  a  suitable 
block  of  flats.  A  great  deal  of  work  was  involved  in  the  pre¬ 
paration  of  the  evidence  which  necessitated  a  considerable 
amount  of  overtime.  It  was  compensatory  for  the  amount 
of  work  that  had  been  involved  when  on  the  fifteenth  of  August 
the  Minister  confirmed  the  area  in  its  entirety  and  without  any 
amendments.  I  am  pleased  that  the  Council  having  seen  this 
operation  successfully  launched,  are  in  full  agreement  to  con¬ 
tinue  southwards  of  this  site  with  a  redevelopment  pro¬ 
gramme,  which  will  be  known  as  Knights  Brow,  Nos.  1,  2, 
and  3  Clearance  Areas. 

Regarding  the  staff,  changes  are  inevitably  occurring 
The  Council  approved  the  operation  of  the  pupilage  system  in 
accordance  with  the  Working  Party  Report  on  the  Training 
of  Public  Health  Inspectors  and  a  pupil  Inspector  was  ap¬ 
pointed  during  the  month  of  August. 

At  a  time  when  the  department  was  begining  to  feel  the 
benefit  of  almost  a  full  complement,  the  two  junior  Inspec¬ 
tors,  tendered  their  resignations  for  more  remunerative  posts 
and  by  the  end  of  December,  we  once  again  reverted  to  the 
Deputy  Chief  Inspector  and  myself  carrying  responsibility  for 
the  whole  of  the  Sanitary  Section,  and  the  Committee  faced 
with  the  problem  of  filling  the  vacancies. 

Bfispections 

962  complaints  were  investigated,  of  which  85  were  un¬ 
founded  and  7,083  visits  of  inspection  were  made  to  premises 
in  the  Borough  for  purposes  appertaining  to  the  Acts  and 
Regulations  administered  bv  the  Department.

The  movement  of  pigs  from  the  auction  continued  to  be 
under  licence  and  these  were  issued  regularly  from  the  Public 
Health  Office. 

One  case  of  suspected  Anthrax  was  notified  during  the 
year.  This  was  not  confirmed  by  bacteriological  examination 
of  the  blood  of  the  pig  concerned. 

On  the  First  of  June  the  Diseases  of  Animals  (Waste 
Foods)  Order,  1957,  came  into  operation  and  transferred  to 
Diseases  of  Animals  Authorities,  the  supervision  of  premises 
at  which  the  waste  foods  are  boiled,  and  in  some  cases  the 
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licensing  of  the  premises.  It  is  known  that  waste  foods  if  not 
boiled  for  one  hour  may  spread  foot  and  mouth  and  other 
diseases,  and  that  animals  and  poultry  must  not  have  access 
to  unboiled  waste  foods. 

Foot  and  Mouth  Disease  caused  95  Infected  Area  Orders 
to  be  issued  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries,  and 
Food,  during  the  year.  It  was  not  until  December  that  any 
nearby  Authorities  were  involved  when  preparations  were 
made  in  case  the  area  should  be  extended.  Fortunately  the 
restrictions  were  withdrawn.

MEAT  BMSPECTiOH 

During  1957  the  carcases  of  16,346  animals  were 
inspected  at  the  two  licensed  slaughterhouses,  this  being  an 
increase  of  3,236  animals  above  the  1956  figure.  Regarding 
quality  it  should  be  noted  that  243  more  steers  and  heifers 
were  killed  than  in  the  preceding  year  with  a  decrease  of  149 
cows,  the  quantity  of  meat  condemned  has  decreased  by 
approximately  half  a  ton  and  further  reflects  the  improved 
quality  of  the  meat  presented  for  inspection. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  during  the  year  .100%  meat 
ins|)ection  was  carried  out.

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Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment,  etc.)  Regulations,  1947-52 

There  are  164  shops  registered  for  the  sale  of  ice  cream. 
The  greater  quantity  is  pre-packed  and  manufactured  by  well- 
known  firms.  There  are,  however,  three  premises  within  the 
borough  manufacturing  on  a  small  scale,  two  by  heat  treat¬ 
ment  and  one  by  a  complete  cold  mix. 

Food  Hygiene  Regulations,  1955-56 

The  regulations  have  been  in  force  for  two  years  and  are 
providing  better  control  over  persons  and  premises  where  food 
IS  hamlled.  Ihe  provision  of  adequate  washing  facilities  on 
open  market  stalls  is  a  difficult  matter,  this  has  been  overcome 
by  the  Council  fitting  in  the  conveniences  near  the  market, 
wash-hand  basins,  hot  and  cold  water,  soap  and  towels. 
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CLEANSING  SECTION 

Ihe  collection  of  refuse  from  households,  shops  and 
business  premises,  has  been  regularly  maintained  on  a  weekly 
basis.  Due  to  the  Committee  having  approved  the  purchase  of 
an  additional  vehicle  in  the  latter  quarter  of  1956  we  are  now 
able  to  judge  the  results  of  a  year’s  working  which  has  proved 
itself  successful  by  the  almost  negligible  number  of  complaints 
received  at  the  omce  of  the  failure  to  remove  refuse,  as  was 
experienced  in  the  past. 

Each  year  more  houses  are  built  within  the  Borough  and 
the  nature  of  the  refuse  also  is  changing  in  so  far  that  it  is 
becoming  more  bulky,  consequently  demanding  larger  vehicles. 
The  Committee  has  approved  my  recommendation  that  during 
1958  two  of  the  most  recently  acquired  vehicles  should  be 
fitted  with  a  power  operated  cramming  device  which  com¬ 
presses  the  refuse  and  enables  a  greater  load  to  be  carried 
without  increasing  the  overall  dimensions  of  the  vehicle. 

At  mid-summer  the  reconstructed  ladies’  and  gentlemen’s 
conveniences  in  the  Butter  Market  were  reopened.  The  new 
facilities  included  the  provision  of  wash-hand  basins,  hot  and 
cold  water,  soap  and  paper  towels,  and  are  intended  to  provide 
washing  facilities  for  food  handlers  on  the  Market  Stalls,  and 
to  enable  members  of  the  public  to  practise  the  same  standard 
of  personal  hygiene  as  they  adopt  at  home.  I  am  sorry  to 
report  that  these  facilities  have  not  always  been  treated  with 
respect,  and  in  view  of  this  their  extension  to  two  other  con¬ 
veniences  being  planned  has  been  prejudiced.  Whilst  on  the 
subject  of  malicious  damage  it  is  disturbing  to  find  that  during 
the  year  £160  above  that  required  for  normal  maintenance  has 
been  spent  on  repairs.  The  damage  includes  broken  slot 
machines,  smashed  water-closet  basins,  piping  wrenched  from 
the  walls,  fittings  stolen  and  impromptu  decorations  of  an 
obscene  nature  have  been  carried  out.  These  conveniences  are 
cleaned  every  morning  and  afternoon,  including  week-ends.  It 
seems  a  pity  that  the  serious  attempt  made  by  the  Council  to 
provide  a  real  service  to  the  public  should  be  spoilt  by  the 
irresponsible  attitude  of  the  few. 

During  the  month  of  August,  a  new  Digloader  was  pur¬ 
chased  for  use  on  the  Danes  Moss  Tip.  This  machine  is  of  the 
caterpillar  track  type  and  adaptable  for  use  as  a  bulldozer  and 
digger/ loader.  The  machine  is  more  robust  and  able  to  operate 
in  the  most  adverse  conditions  during  the  winter  months. 
Besides  pushing  refuse  over  the  tip  face  this  machine  is 
employed  digging  and  loading  covering  material  from  the  older 
area  of  the  tip. 

The  Muledozer  has  been  reconditioned  at  our  own  depot, 
and  is  now  operating  on  pneumatic  tyres.  This  acts  as  a

standby  machine,  helping  out  on  Danes  Moss  Tip  when  the 
Digloader  is  withdrawn  for  servicing  or  engaged  on  tipping 
work  in  the  Hurdsfleld  area.
